1-3). 


He went throughout every city and 


village. The true missionary goes to 
everybody, for all need the gospel. 


1. His Message (v. 1). He preached 


the glad tidings of the kingdom of 
God. The gospel message is truly good 
tidings, for the great King is offering 
to rebellious sinners salvation through 
Jesus Christ. 


2. His Helpers (v. 1.) The twelve 


apostles were with Him. The mission- 
ary should utilize the help of others. 


3. Supported by Saved Women (vv. 


2. 3). 
Out of grateful hearts certain 


women who had experienced the sav- 
ing power of the gospel ministered 
unto Jesus of their substance. 


II. The Great Missionary 
Teaching 


(vv. 4-21). 


1. The Tarable of the Sower (vv. 4- 


21.). (1) the sower—Jesus (see Matt. 
18:27). 
(2) The seed—the Word of 


God (v. 11). 
(3) The kinds of ground 


(vv. 5-8). (a) Wayside (v. 5). This 
foot-trodden path pictures the hard- 
hearted upon which no impression can 
be made. The preached word finds no 
entrance, and Satan snatches it away 
as birds pick up the grain from the 
hard-beaten path. In such cases faith 
cannot spring up and result in salva- 
tion (v. 12). (b) Stony ground (v. G). 
This is not stones mixed with earth, 
but a thin layer of earth on a ledge of 
rock. 
The seed falling upon such 


earth springs up quickly, but the plant 
soon dies when exposed to the sun. 
This pictures the hearer who receives 
with joy the message of the gospel, but 
when persecution and trials come be- 
cause of following Christ he gives up 
and deserts the cause (v. 15). 
(c) 


Thorny ground (v. 7). This ground is 
good, but it has thorns growing in it. 
The seeds spring up, but the plant has 
no room to develop. This pictures the 
Christians who bear no Christian fruit 
because 
of being preoccupied with 


"cares, riches and pleasures" of this 
life (v. 14). 
(d) Good ground (v. 8). 


The seed here sprang up and bore fruit 
to the full measure. This pictures the 
honest heart which receives the gospel 
message and allows it to produce in 
its life a full harvest of grain (v. 15). 


The application of this parable is 


found in verses 16-18. 


2. Kinship with Jesus Christ (vv. 19- 


21). 
Josus teaches here that there is 


a relationship to Him which is closer 
than the tic of blood.

Wonders (vv. 22-39). 


1. Calming the Storm (vv. 22-25). 


(1) Jesus asleep (v. 23). 
While the 


disciples were sailing the ship the 
Master fell asleep. 
(2) The fright- 


ened disciples (vv. 23, 24). 
As their 


ships were filled with water the dis- 
ciples awoke Jesus with their cry of 
peril. (3) Jesus rebuked the wind and 
water (v. 24). At His word there was 
a great calm. 
(4) Jesus rebuked the 


disciples (v. 25). He did not rebuke 
them for waking Him, but for their 
lack of faith. 


2. Casting Out Demons (vv. 20-39). 


Demon-possession was in that day, and 
is today, an awful reality. 
(1) Jesus 


.met by the demoniac (vv. 26-29). (2) 
Jesus' question (v. 30). The purpose 
of this question doubtless was to bring 
the real man to consciousness—to en- 
able him to distinguish between the 
demon and himself. (3) The demons' 
request (vv. 31, 32). They asked per- 
mission to enter into a herd of swine. 
It seems that the demons have a dis- 
like for disembodiment. The devil 
cannot act without Divine permission. 
(4) The request granted (vv. 32, 33). 
Just why this was done we do not 
know. Since Jesus did it* we must be- 
lieve that it was wise. (5) The effect 
upon the people (vv. 34-37). 
(a) The 


keepers of the swine went and mn.de 
it known in the city and country, (b) 
The people made Investigation. They 
saw the man clothed and in his right 
mind, and heard the testimony of 
those who had seen what was done.

It is true that Washington Irving 


and 
common 
tradition here distort 


chronology and history for legend, but 
it is Bradford's record that m the 
North the Pilgrims were the first rais- 
ers of tobacco. In all probability, be- 
sides the American Tlunksfiivinsi, It 
was they who introduced the uftei- 
dinner lu\ur> of the cigar. 


It is highly probable also that, fol- 


o\\ing the iiirkt\\ and possibly cran- 
berries and ccrtainl.\ without regard 
to cuticle red or white, the least end 
ed in a smoker, followed by competi- 
tive target practice between masters 
of the bow and the blunderbuss. 


These pious folks followed another 


and very laudable gastronomic Dutch 
custom which during their ten > ears' 
stay in Leyden they had seen and en- 
joyed. The besieging 
Spaniards in 


lf>74 were considerate enough to fur- 
nish Leyden with an occasion for 
Thanksgiving day. This was fixed at 
the very sensible date of October 4, 
instead of a Thursday liv late Novem- 
ber. 
After William the Silent had cut 


the dikes at Delfslmvpn and sent mes- 
sages «f cheer by the carrier pigeons 
to the besieged, the Zeelnnd Water 
Beggars drove their cannon boats up to 
the city walls, over which they tossed 
loaves and dried herring These brave 


j rescuer* wore on their caps a silver 


crescent, called in Dutch a Half Moon, 
with an inscription showing preference 
for the Turk rather thau the Span- 
iard for their ruler. After this sym- 
bol of valor, daring and freedom was 
the ship of Henry Hudson named. 


It was the enterprising boy Oijsbert 


Cornelllson who climbed out early in 
the morning over the wall to find that 
the Spaniards had evacuated every one 
of their camps and their 54 forts. Over 
the fires was stewing the huts-puts, 
Anglicized as hodge-pc-il^e. It was this 
ragout of meat and vegetables smoking 
hot but still untasted which furnished 
a free dinner on October 4, the day of 
delUeiance 
It made a fine addition 


to the drj rations brought by the victo- 
rious Beggars. The exact spot of the 
Initial 
rescue and 
loaf 
tossing is 


marked and the original water gate 
and masonry are still kept in repair. 
Near by stands the modern Hull of 
Archives, in which are more contem- 
porary 
documents of the Pilgrims, 


maids, swains, fathers and mothers, 
with their signatures, than in all the 
British isles. 


At once the Dutch made October 4 


a Thanksgiving day by going to church. 
Both the date and its significance are 
still celebrated, with the eating not of 
turkey and cranberries but of the 
Spanish stew. After church all the 
brides and bridegroom*; of the pre\ ions 
12 months ride in a gala procession of 
carriage'! through the city of Leyden 
In 
New 
Netherlands Thanksgiving 


day was a'so a regular function an- 
nounced by proclamation and observed 
in both public and private life.

Did these newcomers to Plymouth 


get used to the biting off of grain that 
grew on a cob which was not edible? 
Did they fasten 
their incisors too 


deep in the cob, as is done nt first by 
most English tasters of the luscious 
corn? As for the cranberry, who of 
them visualized the future to behold 
an American annual crop of a million 
bushels? Who coulcl foresee the bogs 
of four states blushing with the crim- 
son globulesT^a small library of liter- 
ature concerning the berry, and even 
an association of breeders and defend- 
ers of this Indigenous delicacy? 


And what of the turkey which fur- 


nished a poultry yard at the very doors 
of the Pilgrims? 
Unafraid of man, 


these majestic birds came with and 
without invitation. And what of the 
friendly 
competition 
between 
the 


Dutch 
oven which the 
immigrants 


brought over and the Algonquin cook- 
ing hole?' No doubt the folks of both 
red and white skins were strenuous ri- 
vals to produce the toothsome and sa- 
vory "roast. Yet who but a bold hunt- 
er in 1922 ever sees this original Amer- 
ican king of birds? The domestic fowl 
Kjf today Is but a pale copy of tlie mag- 
nificent lord of the forestf with its 
sheeny iridescent* of breast feathers 
and the combs ot Its neck and head 
changing when erectile with excitement 
or fear. It is true that the modern 
bird of November struts in ostenta- 
tious splendor and with a vanity that at 
times seems very nearly human. Its 
display of the exultant passion of vic- 
tory over rivals reminds one of a Wall 
Street boss of finance or a lady that is 
queen of*the ball. Is it any wonder 
that Benjamin Franklin pleaded elo- 
quenily that the American wild turkey 
should be adopted as our national em- 
blem and the symbol of our prosperity 
rather than the eagle, beloved of mon- 
arch and autocrats? Like maize, calle'd 
Turkey wheat, this glorious fowl got 
the name It bears because the origin 
o*f all novelties was In ihat era ascribed 
to Asia, but unlike the cereal grain It 
still lacks an appropriate name. 


Thanks, then, to the Pilgrim Fathers 


for their discovery of the food re- 
sources and gastronomic possibilities 
of the American wilderness, and quite 
as much to the Pilgrim Mothers who 
added 
deliclousness to 
the 
native 


culinary contributions. They certain- 
ly did continue in the New world 
most of the good things of the Old. 
Nor In this relation of things must we 
forget the Indian. In fact, the more 
we have learned of late of so-called 
civilized warfare and the methods of 
propagating Hunnish culture, the more 
do we respect the red man. 


Reverently may we add that the pro- 


found faith of these pioneers In the an- 
cient promises recorded In the eighth 
chapter of Deuteronomy, concerning 
the 
Promised 
Land 
wherein they 


should "eat bread without scarceness," 
was vindicated. They made the In- 
spired prophecy valid by their Indus- 
try and perseverance, and their de- 
scendants may well follow their exam- 
ple in these days.

Pilgrim Fathers Gave Religious Char- 
acter 
to 
Celebration 
Which 
for 


Centuries Had Been Occasion Only 


for Material Jollification. 


People who do «|>t chloroform their 


sense of fun befo"re starting to read 
history have had many a chuckle over 
the Pilgrim an*? Puritan festival of 
Thanksgiving. 1 hese early settlers of 
New England were so mllltantly Chris- 
tian that they could not bear any sug- 
gestion or an earlier creed. 
They 


objected to Christmas as "heathenish," 
because it contained—as it still con- 
tains—so many relics of pre-Christian 
days. Having done this, they turned 
round, seized on the most thoroughly 
pagan of all celebrations, that of the 
gathered harvest, and made it an insti- 
tution that has grown and spread for 
three centuries, 
is the 
indictment 


drawn by a writer in an eastern maga- 
zine. 


But the joke is not all on the Pil- 


grims. True, they went back to a fes- 
tival which has been held ever since 
man began to plant and gather crops; 
but they made of it something peculiar- 
ly modern, Christian, and, at the last, 
American. 


They gave a religious character to 


a celebration which for ages had 'been 
a purely material jollification, «and 
made it a part of the community's pub- 
lic policy; an occasion for coming to- 
gether in common aspirations, hope? 
and gratitude. 
All the changes and 


developments of the last 300 years 
have not been able to change the es- 
sential 
character 
of 
the 
Pilgrim 


Thanksgiving, 
How many inventions 


of today will last so long? 


The first Thanksgiving feast, held 


in the fall of 1621, was not ordained 
by formal proclamation. 
The colony 


was too small to need such a notice. 
But the circumstances 
under which 


the celebration was held are told in 
Governor Bradford's history in a way 
well worthy of quotation: 


"They (the colonists) begane now to 


gather in the small harvest they had, 
and to fitte up their lAmses and dwell- 
ings against winter, being all well re- 
covered in health & strength, & had 
all tilings in good plenty: for as some 
were thus imployed In affaires abroad, 
others were exercised in fishing, aboute 
codd, & bass, & other fish, of which 
they tooke good store, of which every 
family had their portion. . . . And 
How begane to come in store of foule, 
as winter approached, of which this 
place did abound when they came 
first, but afterwards decreased by de- 
grees. And besides water foule, ther 
was great store of wild Turkies, of 
which they took many, besides venslon, 
&c. 
Besids they had aboute n peck 


a meale a weeke to a person, or 
now, since harvest, Indean come to 
that proportion. 
Which made many 


afterwards write so largely of their 
plenty hear to their friends In Eng- 
land, which were not fnlned, but true, 
reports." 


Excepting small boys, one can hard- 


ly Imagine the folk of n modern com- 
munity boasting about their plenty 
under the stimulus of a "peck n meale 
« weeke to a person," plus such game 


as could be trapped, or shot with flint- 
lock firearms. But such things depend 
mainly on the point of view, and that 
may not have improved so much in 
the last three centuries as we think 
We of today know more of a thousand 
things than did Governor Bradford and 
his companions, but it is not so certain 
that we know more of the basic busi- 
ness of living. 


"Excellent hearts had our fathers of 


old," and for steady, cheerful cour- 
age, the Pilgrim colonists never have 
been surpassed. 


Twelve jears later, the colony had 


grown so much that a formal procla- 
mation seemed necessary. 
The first 


one was issued on October 1, 1633, 
and the Thanksgiving celebration .was 
held two weeka later, October 16. 
The custom soon spread throughout 
New England. 
Then, on October 3,

1780, the new President of the new 
nation, George Washington, called on 
the American people to assemble on 
Nov. 2G and give thanks, among other 
things, 


"For the signal and manifold Mer- 


cies, and the favorable Interposition 
of His Providence in the course and 
conclusion of the late War . . . 
for the peaceful and rational manner 
in which we have been enabled to es- 
tablish Constitutions and Governments 
for our safety and happiness; and par- 
ticularly the national one now lately 
Instituted." 


Washington, It might be deduced 


from this alone, was a nationalist, 
w itli no leaning whatever toward state 
sovereignty, and with a perfect readi- 
ness to make his preferences mani- 
fest, In prayer as well as In any other 
way. 
An amusing instance of this 


frankness occurs later In the same 
proclamation, where he asks the peo- 
ple to pray heaven. "To protect and 
guide all Sovereigns and Nations (es- 
pecially such as have shown kindness 
to us)." 


An honored lineage, that of this 


best-beloved festival. 
It started in 


the days when the Neolithic dweller 
by the lakes of Switzerland finished 
bringing in his scanty harvest and 
settled down to a secure winter. 
It 


is close akin to the Dlonysiac feasts 
of ancient Greece and the "horkey 
night" of rural England. 
But it has 


a peculiarly American flavor and sub- 
stance; and for this, one must thank 
the sturdy Pilgrims, whose iron cour- 
age was tempered by a fine humanity, 
and who probably smiled into their 
beards when, over their supper of snail 
soup, they thanked God, "who had 
given them to suck of the abundance 
of the seas, and the treasures hid in 
the sands."

.Martha Himos. of New Oxford, who 
was dpfeaiod for re-election in the re- 
cent Demorratlc sweep, will bo tnn- 
dored a federal^post of considoraMo 
distinction and impi>rtanco when hfs 
present tonn in Congress expires on 
March 4Ui. accnrdinc- to the Canton 
Rppositorj'. Altho 
tho 
reports 
are 
somewhat lackinir in deflniteness. it is 
said that close frííends of Mr Hinies 
in tho admtnistratlon are suggesting 
that ho bo appointed upon somr^ im- 
portant federal conunission in Wash- 
ington or that he be offered a position 
in the diplomatic coi^ps as an ambas- 
sador or minister {¡y some foreign 
country. 


AVhat ivrr. Himes* attiturfc is towards 
such suggestions i^. not known.

good, but it has thorns growing in it.

(d) Good ground (v. 8). 
The seed here sprang up and bore fruit 
to the full measure.

There 
was nothing exclusive-or selfish about 
tlipse 
beginners 
of 
the 
American 
ThanksKiving day of 1021, They nuule 
no proiVssion of originality or the in- 
vention of anythlnji new. 
They wei'e 
as iienerous in their acknowledgment 
of what the Indians furnished for their 
feast as they were to tlielr former 
hosts for their "courteous entreaty" re- 
ceived ^\Cliie in the Dutch repunlic. 


The red men taught the white how 
to cultivate maize, to make sugar from 
maple sap, to visualize the clams by 
treading them up and out of the sea 
beacli and, iiot least for econiunic suc- 
cess. to raise tobacco. 
"Dear 
Lady 
Nicotine" 
enabled 
the 
Pilgrims 
to 
send 
as a present 
to 
their 
Dutch 
friends on Manhattan a line sample 
fuel for the pipe. 
In fact, tobacco 
was their ilrst paying rrop for export. 


It is true that Washington 
Irving 
and 
ronnnon 
tradition 
here 
distort 
chronology and history for legend, but 
It Is liradford's record that 1» the 
North the Pilgrims were tlie ilrst rais- 
ers of tobaet'o. 
In all probability, be- 
sides llie American Tiianksgiving, It 
was they who Introduced the aftei 
dinner luxury of the cigar. 


It is liighly probiible also tliat. fol 
owing the iurkey and possibly cran 
berries, and certainly witliout regard 
to cuticle rcil or wliite, the feast end 
ed in a smoker, followed by competi- 
tive target practice betweeji uiusters 
of the bow and the blundt-rbuss. 


These pious foiks followed another 
and very laudable gastronojnlc Dutch 
('ust'oni which during their ten gears' 
stay in Leydeii they inul seen and en- 
joyed. 
Tlie 
besieging 
¡Spaniards 
in 
3574 were <ionsiderate ejiough to fur- 
nish 
Leyden 
with 
an 
occasion 
for 
Thank.sgiving day. 
This was fixed at 
the very sensible dale of u<aober 4, 
instead of a Thursday hv Jate Novem- 
ber. 
After AVilllam the iiilent iuid cut 
tJiG dikes at Delfshaven and sent mes- 
sages vf clicer by the currier pigeons 
to iJie besieged, the Zeeland 
Water 
Jieggars drove their cannon boats up to 
the city walls, over wlilcj) they tossed 
loaves and dried herring. These brave 
reBcuer» wore on their cai^s a silver 


crescent, called in Dutch a Half Moon, 
with an Inscription showing preference 
for the Turk rather than the Span- 
lard for their ruler. 
After this sym- 
bol of valor, daring and freedom was 
the ship of Henry Hudson named. 


It was the enterprising boy Gljsbert 
Corneillson who climbed out early in 
the morning over the wall to find that 
the Spaniards had evacuated everyone 
of their camps and their 54 forts. Over 
the fires was stewing the huts-puts, 
Anglicized as Iiodge-poilge. It was this 
ragout of meat and vegetables smoking 
hot but still untasted which furnished 
a free dinner on October 4. the day of 
deliverance. 
It made a fine addition 
to the dry rations brought by the victo- 
rious Beggars. 
The exact spot of the 
initial 
rescue 
and 
loaf 
tossing 
is 
marked and the original water gate 
and masonry are still kept In repair. 
Near by stands the modern Hall of 
Archives, In which are more contem- 
porary 
documents 
of 
the 
Pilgrims, 
maids, swains, fathers and 
mothers, 
with their signatures, than in all the 
British Isles. 


At once the Dutch made October 4 
a Tiianksgiving day by going to church. 
Both the date and Its significance are 
still celebrated, with tlie eating not of

and 
cranberries 
but

Spanish stew. 
After church all the 
brides and bridegrooms of the previous 
12 months ride in a gala procession of 
carriages through the city of Leyden.

Like maize, called 
Turkey -wheat, this glorious fowl got 
the name It bears because the origin 
o'f all novelties was in ihat era ascribed 
to Asia, but unlike the cereal grain It 
still lacks an appropriate name. 


Thanks, then, to the Pilgrim Fathers 
for their discovery of the food ret 
sources and gastronomic possibilities 
of the American wlldeniess, and quite 
as much to the Pilgrim Mothers who 
added 
dellciousness 
to 
the 
native 
culinary contributions. 
They certain- 
ly did continue in 
the New 
world 
most of the good things of the Old. 
Nor }n this relation of things must we 
forget the Indian. 
In fact, the more 
we JiavG learned of Jate of so-called 
jcivillzed f^'arfare and the methods of 
propagating Hunnish culture, the more 
do we respect tlie red man. 


Reverently jnay we add that the pro- 
found faith of these pioneers In the an-

Though Its Origin Was P^gan, 
Thanksgiving Is Peculiarly 
of This Country. 


PHgrlm Fathers Gave Religious Char- 
acter 
to 
Celebraitlon 
Which 
for 
Centuries Had Been Occasion Only 
for Material Jollification. 


People who do ^it chloroform their 
sense of fun befol-e starting to read 
history have had many a chuckle over 
the Pilgrim and Puritan festival of 
Thanksgiving, 
a hese early settlers of 
New England were so mllitantly Chris- 
tian that they could not bear any sug- 
gestion of an earlier 
creed. 
They 
objected to Christmas as "heathenish," 
because It contained—as it still con- 
tains—so many relics of pre-Christian 
days. 
Having done this, they turned 
round, seized on the most thoroughly 
pagan of all celebrations, that of the 
gathered har\'est, and made It an Insti- 
tution that has grown and spread for 
three 
centuries, 
Is 
the 
indictment 
drawn by a writer In an eastern maga- 
zine. 


But the Joke Is not all on the Pil- 
grims. True, they went back to a fes- 
tival which has been held ever since 
man began to plant and gather crops; 
but they made of It something peculiar- 
ly modern, Christian, and, at the last, 
American, 


Tliey gtive a religious character to 
a celebration which for ages had 'been 
a 
purely 
material 
jollification, %iuid 
made It a part of the community's pub- 
lic policy; an occasion for coming to- 
gether In common aspirations, hopes 
and gratitude, 
All tlie changes and 
developments of tlie last 3tK> years 
have not 'been able to change tlie es- 
sential 
character 
of 
the 
Pilgrim 
Thanksgiving. 
How many inventions 
of today will last so long? 


The first Tiianksgiving feast, held 
in the fall of 3(321, was not ordained 
by formal proclamation. 
The colony 
was too smftll to need such a notice. 
But tlie circumstances under which 
the celebration was held are told In 
Governor Bradford's history In a way 
well worthy of quotation: 


"They (the colonists) begane now to 
gather In the small harvest they had, 
and to fitte up their htuses and dwell- 
ings against winter, being all well re- 
covered in health & strength, & had 
all things in good plenty; for as some 
were thus Imployed In afl'alres abroad, 
others were exercised in fisliing, aboute 
codd, & bass, & other fish, of which 
they tooke good store, of which every 
family had their portion. 
. , , And 
nfow begane to come in store of fouie, 
as winter approached, of which this 
¡jlace did abound 
when they 
came 
first, but afterwards decreased by iie- 
•rrees. 
And besides water foule, ther 
was great store of wild Turkies, of 
which they took many, besides venslon, 
&c. 
Besids they had aboute a peck 
a nreale a weeke to a person, 
or 
now, since luirvest, Indeau come to 
that proportion. 
Which made many 
afterwards write so largely of their 
plenty hear to their friends In Kng- 
iand, which were not falned, but ti*ue 
j-ejiorts." 


Kxcepting 9niall boys, one can hard- 
ly imagine the folk of a modern com- 
munity boasting about 
their 
plenty 
under tlie stimulus of a "peck a nieale 
« weeke to a per:ion," plus such game 


as could be ti'apped, or shot with filnt- 
lock firearms. But such things depend 
mainly on the point of view, and tliat 
may not have Improved so much in 
the last three centuries tis we think. 
We of today know more of a thousand 
things than did Governor Bradford and 
his companions, but it Is not so certain 
tliat we know more of the basic busi- 
ness of living. 


•'Excellent hearts had our fatliers of 
old," and for steady, cheerful cour- 
age, the Pilgrim colonists never have 
been surpassed. 


Twelve years later, the colony had 
grown so much that a formal procla- 
mation seemed necessary. 
The 
first 
one was issued on October 1, 1633, 
and the Thanksgiving celebration .Avas 
hold 
two weeks 
later, 
October 10. 
The custom soon spread 
throughout 
New England. 
Then, on October 3,

1789, tlie new President of the new 
nation, George Wasl^ngton, called on

for tlie peaceful and rational manner 
in which we have been enabled to es- 
tablish Constitutions and Governments 
for our safety and happiness; and par- 
ticularly the national one now lately 
Instituted." 


Washington. It might be deduced 
from this alone, was a nationalist, 
witlx no leaning whatever toward state 
sovereignty, and with a perfect readi- 
ness to make his preferences mani- 
fest, In prayer as well as in any other 
way. 
An amusing Instance of this 
frankness occurs later In the same 
proclamation, wliere he asks the peo- 
ple to pray heaven, 
"To protect and
